Can a judge continue to sit 
on the bench after it comes 
to light she was pho¬ 
tographed in raunchy, sexu¬ 
ally explicit poses that her 
husband posted to a pom 
website? 

The Canadian Judicial 
Council is grappling with 
that question as it considers 
the case of Lori Douglas, an 
associate chief justice in 
Manitoba’s Court of 
Queen’s Bench, who this 
week saw public disclosure 
of her sexual activity from 
seven years ago — two 
years before she was ap¬ 
pointed to the bench. 

The complaint involves a 
man named Alexander 
Chapman, who alleges that 
Douglas’ husband, lawyer 



Jack King, showed him sex¬ 
ually explicit photos of 
Douglas in 2003 and tried 
to convince him to have sex 
with her. 

At the time, Douglas and 


King were lawyers at the 
same firm, and King had 
handled Chapman’s di¬ 
vorce, said King’s lawyer 
Bill Gange. King was suffer¬ 
ing from depression, Gange 
said, and was acting with¬ 
out his wife’s knowledge. 

But the photos spread 
far beyond the couple’s 
home. Chapman told the 
CBC this week some of the 
pictures depicted Douglas 
in bondage and were post¬ 
ed on a pornographic web¬ 
site. Gange has said Douglas 
did not know the pictures 
were being posted online 
by her husband. 

Some legal experts think 
the explicit material means 
Douglas cannot continue as 
a judge.

A man who railed against 
the Discovery Channel’s 
environmental program¬ 
ming for years burst into 
the company’s headquar¬ 
ters in Maryland with at 
least one explosive device 
strapped to his body yes¬ 
terday and took three peo¬ 
ple hostage at gunpoint 
before police shot him to 
death, officials said. 

The hostages — two 
Discovery Communica¬ 
tions employees and a se¬ 
curity guard — were 
unhurt after the four-hour 
standoff. Montgomery 
County police Chief 
Thomas Manger said tacti¬ 
cal officers moved in after 
officers monitoring James 
J. Lee on security cameras 
saw him pull out a hand¬ 
gun and point it at a 
hostage. 

An explosive device on 
the gunman’s body deto¬ 
nated when police shot 
him, Manger said. Police 
were trying to determine 
whether two boxes and 
two backpacks the gun¬ 
man had also contained 
explosives. 

A law enforcement offi¬ 
cial speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation was ongoing 
said officials had identi¬ 
fied Lee as the likely sus¬ 
pect. 



NBC News reported that 
after its producers called 
Discovery’s general num¬ 
ber, a man identifying 
himself as James J. Lee got 
on the phone and said he 
had a gun and several 
bombs. 

“I have several bombs 
strapped to my body ready 
to go off. I have a device 
that if I drop it, if I drop it, 
it will... explode,” the man 
told NBC. 

Manger said the suspect 
held the hostages in the 
lobby area of the first 
floor. Authorities said they 
will methodically go 
through the building and 
identify suspicious items. 

The “building is still a 
crime scene,” Manger said. 
“We still have work to do.”

Apple Inc. CEO Steve Jobs 
announced a new line of 
iPods yesterday, including 
a Nano model that has a 
touch screen and lacks 
buttons. 

Like previous versions, 
the Nano has a built-in FM 
tuner and can display pho¬ 
tos. 

But instead of buttons, 
controls for playing, paus¬ 
ing and selecting music 
are right on the screen. 

It will cost $149 US for 
the 8 gigabyte version and 
$179 for 16 gigabytes. 

Canadians will be able 
to buy the new products 
announced yesterday by 
Apple but as usual, they’ll 
cost a little more north of 
the border. 

In a refresh to the iPod 
Touch, Apple is adding 
video-chat features similar 
to the newest iPhone. 

It has a front-facing 
camera for conducting 


video chats with other 
iPod Touch and iPhone 
users over Wi-Fi using 
Apple’s FaceTime pro¬ 
gram. 


A camera on the back 
can be used for taking 
snapshots and recording 
video. Prices range from 
$229 to $399. 


Jobs also introduced 
a new iPod Shuffle, 
the lowest-end music play¬ 
er in Apple’s line.

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Iron Age gems unearthed

Archaeologists in Jordan 
have unearthed a 3,000- 
year-old Iron Age temple 
with a trove of figurines of 
ancient deities and circular 
clay vessels used for 
religious rituals, officials 
said yesterday. 

The head of the Jordan¬ 
ian Antiquities 
Department, Ziad al-Saad, 
said the sanctuaiy dates to 
the eighth century BC and 
was discovered at Khirbat 
’Ataroz, some 32 
kilometres southwest of 
the capital Amman. 

He said the complex 
boasts a main room that 
measures 388 square feet, 
as well as two 
antechambers and an open 
courtyard. The sanctuary 
and its artifacts — hewn 


from limestone and basalt 
or moulded from clay and 
bronze — show the 
complex religious rituals of 
Jordan’s ancient biblical 
Moabite kingdom, accord¬ 
ing to al-Saad. 

The Moabites, whose 
kingdom ran along 
present-day Jordan’s moun¬ 
tainous eastern shore of 
the Dead Sea, were closely 
related to the Israelites, al¬ 


though the two were in fre¬ 
quent conflict. The Babylo¬ 
nians eventually 
conquered the Moabites in 
582 BC. 

Archaeologists also un¬ 
earthed some 300 pots, fig¬ 
urines of deities and sacred 
vessels used for worship at 
the site. Al-Saad said it was 
rare to discover so many 
Iron Age items in one

Disturbed 
stays safe 
with new 
offering 

Disturbed 
Album: Asylum 
Label: Reprise 


One step forward, two 
steps back. Few people 
haven’t felt this ages-old 
adage apply to their lives. 
It represents one’s 
frustrated sentiments 
when efforts to prevail 
are thwarted by our own 
inherent tendencies 
bringing us back to 
square one. Unsurprising¬ 
ly, such is the case with 
Chicago-based heavy 
rockers Disturbed on fifth 
outing Asylum. 

They claim the album 
endeavours to expand 
outside their stifling box 
of prefabricated basic 
riffs swarming around 
sugary, radio-friendly vo¬ 
cals and production 
values equivalent to 
bathing in perfume — 
overkill, as it were. How¬ 
ever, the album’s 13 



tracks are just that: yet 
another bout of 
affectation encasing reali¬ 
ty. In essence, that means 
a lot of posturing under 
the “We’re an angry met¬ 
al band,” banner while 
their inherent “We’re a 
predictable pop band 
with crunchy guitars,” ba¬ 
sic instincts unavoidably 
consumes the affair. 
Abounding in overtly pre¬ 
dictable, uninspired Ne- 
anderthal-ish chug riffs 
supporting undeniably 
catchy vocals, rock-by¬ 


numbers songs such as 
The Infection, Serpentine 
and a borderline rap/met- 
al title track struggle to 
seem avant-garde but re¬ 
main decidedly lowest 
common denominator. 
One gets the impression 
that while Disturbed paid 
lip-service to some sort of 
stylistic advancement 
with Asylum, the real ax¬ 
iom should read: “It ain’t 
broke, so Disturbed 
didn’t fix it.”

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No Bieber fever 
for Ont. premier 


O McGuinty joins Twitter, but does 
not follow province’s biggest star 


The premier of Justin 
Bieber’s home province 
may not be among the ba¬ 
by-faced pop phenom’s le¬ 
gions of fans, but like 
them he’s hoping his Twit¬ 
ter feed will catch the 
singer’s eye. 

Dalton McGuinty has 
come to the social media 
network a bit late in the 
game, but he’s catching on 
quickly — it’s all about the 
Biebs. 

The premier of Ontario 
joined Twitter this week 
and was asked yesterday if 
he is one of 16-year-old 
Bieber’s five million fol¬ 
lowers. 

“I was hoping he was 
going to follow me,” 
McGuinty said with a 
laugh. 

Bieber actually follows 
thousands of his fans on 
Twitter, and is even 
known to connect with a 
lucky few once in a while 
directly through the site, 
much to their excitement. 

It remains to be seen 
whether the Stratford, 
Ont.-born superstar will 
pick up on his premier’s 
jest and follow McGuinty 
to get the latest news on 
full-day kindergarten in 
Ontario. 

But McGuinty’s clearly 
tongue-in-cheek response 



nevertheless illustrated 
what he described as an 
earnest attempt to catch 
up to the rest of the Twit¬ 
tering world. 

“I was on this thing last 
night trying to figure out: 
how am I going to keep up 
with this?” he said after 
visiting an elementary 
Catholic school in Toron¬ 
to. 

McGuinty’s tweets real¬ 
ly will be from himself, he 
said, though he’s trying to 
figure out how to make 
that logistically possible.

Most stylists are under-the- 
radar creatures who, if 
they work hard enough, 
might enjoy a certain 
amount of fame in the 
fashion blogosphere. If 
they’re really popular, 
they might even get the 
occasional interview in a 
glossy magazine. 

Rachel Zoe, on the other 
hand, has a celebrity status 
that has grown to 
Hollywood-size proportions 
complete with a team of 
handlers that rivals that of 
her A-list clients. 

If you’ve watched her re¬ 
ality show, The Rachel Zoe 
Project, regularly, there’s 
not much about the stylist’s 
quest to turn herself into a 
lifestyle brand that you 
don’t already know. 

When did you attend your 
first fashion show? 

I remember crashing a 
Marc Jacobs show. I was an 
assistant and I was 
determined to go. I was 
waiting in the standing 


line, which was a mile long. 
I remember Patrick McMul- 
lan (the famous New York 
social circuit photographer) 
actually found me outside 
and goes, “Who are you?” 
And I was like,” Who are 
YOU?” He took my picture. 
He was like, “I think I’m go¬ 
ing to be taking pictures of 
you for a long time.” He got 
me into the show and I end¬ 
ed up getting a seat. It was 
the greatest show ever. 

Now that you're doing so 
much more than styling, how 
do you determine which fash¬ 
ion weeks to go to? 

I don’t generally like to 
miss Paris. But this past sea¬ 
son, there was no physical 


way for me to do Paris and 
Oscar week. So I went to 
Milan instead. Of course I 
could always go on 
Style.com and see the 
show, but a lot of the 
designers are my friends. 
So I really try to go to sup¬ 
port them as well. I never 
miss Oscar de la Renta, 
Marc Jacobs, Chanel, and 
Calvin Klein for instance. 

So do you actually consider 
your show a way for viewers 
to see how fashion works? 

The goal for the show is to 
educate the audience. In 
the case of the fashion 
weeks, it’s for them to see 
how each city is glamorous 


in its own way. 

Could you ever see yourself 
leaving styling and not 
attending fashion weeks alto¬ 
gether? 

I’m not going to lie, it’s 
hard doing it all. But at the 
same time, it’s also an 
adrenaline rush. I’m tired 
because I’m constantly 
thinking about 20 things. 

A big premiere, awards 
season, a collection for 
QVC, filming my show, go¬ 
ing to the fashion shows. 
And I also have my Web 
site. But at the end of the 
day, it’s my name on the 
door. 

I have to be extremely 
hands on. About a year ago, 
I thought I would segue 
out of styling. But what I’ve 
realized ... is that I can nev¬ 
er really walk away from it. 

In this age of street style 
blogs, do you think that 
celebs influence the way peo¬ 
ple dress as much as say, five 
years ago? 

I think fashion and celebri¬ 
ties are constantly feeding 
off of one another. Celebri¬ 
ties influence fashion and 
vice versa.

1951: “This is the first 
furniture catalogue from 
Ikea.

But 
even though their thing 
was cheap furniture they 
sold copies of more 
exclusive furniture.” 

I960: “Here the TV is 
shown as a pair of glass¬ 
es. TV came to Sweden in 
1956 but now it has bro¬ 
ken through on a wide 
scale. Here Ikea is for the 
first time teaching us 
how to arrange our furni¬ 
ture around the TV — 
and we started doing it. 
This is how the living 
room will look for 
decades to come.” 

1970: “The first cover 
showing a person, sitting 
on a sofa. Inside the cata¬ 
logue there are pictures 
of young girls lounging 
in some kind of laidbaclc 
sofa. The teenagers are 



slouching and the 
parents are appalled and 
it is clear that there is a 
more free, post-’60s 
lifestyle that is shown, 
where you don’t sit up 
straight.” 

1985: “Here it is clear 
that the catalogue is 
meant to be more luxuri¬ 
ous and more exclusive. 
The white frame has been 
borrowed from 
international fashion 
magazines and the ’80s is 
displayed as the ‘yuppie’ 
era. All books have white 
covers and there is a 
focus on storage and 


eveiything is perfectly 
arranged. But nothing 
happens in the homes.” 

1989: “This year is 
veiy interesting because 
the first home computer 
appears in the catalogue. 
Furniture for home 
offices appear soon after¬ 
wards. But this shows 
what an excellent mirror 
to society the Ikea 
catalogue is. You can see 
exactly when things like 
the computer and the mi¬ 
crowave came into our 
homes.” 

2000: “Now it 
becomes clear how 
important it is for Ikea to 
appeal to different 
lifestyles. On one page in 
the catalogue there is a 
gay couple in a kitchen, 
and the year before there 
is a page devoted to how 
a single dad can arrange 
his bachelor pad so his 
daughter could stay eveiy 
other week. It is very in 
tune with the times.”

I thought the 
prices were reasonable, 
but they turned out to be 
downright criminal when 
the monstrous burger ar¬ 
rived with an equally mas¬ 
sive portion of sweet 
potato fries. I took a sip of 
my luscious, fruity wine 
and began to devour my 
lunch. 



I managed to finish the 
scrumptious 8oz burger 
slathered in BBQ sauce, 
mushrooms, bacon and 
cheddar. The fries were 
the best I have ever tried, 
boosted by the spicy tri¬ 
pepper aioli ($1).

Canadian gives 
Venus a scare 


O Rebecca Marino takes American 
star to the limit in their first set 


Canadian qualifier Rebec¬ 
ca Marino was left with 
mixed emotions after 
turning heads at the U.S. 
Open yesterday, giving 
American Venus Williams 
all she could handle in 
the first set before suc¬ 
cumbing 7-6 (3), 6-3 to the 
third seed. 

“It’s a little disappoint¬ 
ing but also exciting,” 
said the 19-year-old from 
Vancouver. “I was super 
excited with the way I 
was able to go toe-to-toe 
with her. 

“I’m just really happy 
with how I’ve done here. 
It’s exceeded my expecta¬ 
tions. I guess I can say I’m 
proud of myself.” 

Williams struggled ear¬ 
ly on a steamy, windy day 
before reeling off the last 
six points of a tiebreaker 
against the 179th-ranlced 
Marino. 

“Seemed like every 
time I had an opening she 
would hit a big serve,” 
Williams said of the first 
set. “So I guess I know 
what it’s like now playing 
myself. 

“I was very impressed. 
She’s got a good future 
ahead of her.” 

Marino had a 3-1 lead 
in the tiebreaker before 
Williams buckled down. 
The two-time U.S. Open 
champion responded 
with a cross-court 
backhand winner, 
followed by a forehand 
winner to get going and 
reach the third round at 
Flushing Meadows. 

“To lose that was disap-

Marino hit eights aces 
to Williams’ four and 
notched 27 winners, 
three more than her big- 
name opponent. But she 
also made 23 unforced er¬ 
rors, almost double 
Williams’ 12. 

Marino was pleased 
when told of the compli¬ 
ments Williams gave her 
after the match. 

“It’s great when you 
hear another player com¬ 
pliment you like that,” 
she said. “It definitely 
tells me I belong here. 

“I would like to play 
high-level matches like 
this.” 

The six-foot Marino 
earned her first Grand 
Slam main draw victory 
Tuesday by defeating 
Russian Ksenia Pervalc 6- 
4, 4-6, 7-5.
